Regular enemies 
(other than awkward relatives) 
A greengrocer from whom Donald 
punctually steals fruit as in the Silly 
Symphonies Sundays (a corpulent 
Hispanic or Italian guy who sometimes 
plays an organ grinder with a monkey); 
a nasty woodpecker (from Donald’s 


1938 short Self Control) appearing 
occasionally from 1938-04-12 to 
1938-07-12; a street bully (1938-12-02, 
1938-12-24, 1939-03-04) who will 
torment Donald until the mid-1940s. 


Religion 

Early Donald’s strips are unusual for 
their portrayal of Christian rite and 
religious ministers. We report the 
interior of a church in 1938-12-30 and 
1939-09-18, and the exterior (with the 
celebration of a matrimony) in 
1938-12-21. In 1938-12-13 the 
«Rector» visiting Donald’s home might 
also be a churchman, maybe the head 
of the community of priests assigned to 
the school. Huey Dewey and Louie prey 
(like in Donald’s Nephews, 1938, here 
at Donald’s urging) in 1938-09-10, 
kneeling in front of their bed.

Continuities 
Some groups of strips are more or less interconnected. Gus Goose is a guest at 
Donald’s home from 1938-05-09 to 1938-05-24; Donald and the Nephews are scouts 
in the woods from 1938-07-18 to 1938-07-30, and later from 1939-07-24 to 
1939-08-07; from 1938-08-15 to 1938-08-27 Donald is in charge of a scientific mission 
to the South Pole (!) together with his dog Bolivar; in 1938-10-03 to 1938-10-05, 
every now and then, Donald has to deal with a bulky ostrich he received from Africa; 
the topic of golf is recurrent from 1938-10-24 to 1938-11-05; from 1938-11-07 to 
1938-11-19 Donald visits the farm of his cousin Gus Goose, located in Pumpkin 
Center, then regularly “looks after” the grumpy goat that Gus gave him from 
1938-11-19 to 1938-11-22, with another couple of appearances in November (the 


goat will occasionally still be with Donald in the 1940s); Donald and Nephews are 
again depicted as scouts from 1939-07-24 to 1939-08-07; Donald buys a baby 
elephant (Bobo) in 1939-11-06 and regularly looks after him till 1939-11-11 (Bobo will 
appear in the 1940-01-21 Donald Duck Sunday, too). 


References to animated shorts 


Mickey’s Circus (1936) in 1938-02-07 (1st strip); Donald’s Lucky Day (1939) for 
mailman Donald on bike in 1938-02-18, 1938-02-25 and 1938-12-28; Alpine Climbers 
(1936) and More Kittens (1936) for the St. Bernard Bolivar, from 1938-03-17 to 1948 a 
regular pet at Donald’s home; again Donald’s Lucky Day (1939) for Donald’s female 
black cat named Kitty (appearing from 1938-03-19 on); Self Control (1938) for a nasty 
woodpecker appearing occasionally from 1938-04-12 to 1938-07-12; Good Scouts 
(1938) in 1938-04-26, then in 1938-07-18 to 1938-07-30, later in 1939-07-24 to 
1939-08-07; Donald’s Cousin Gus (1939) in 1938-05-09 to 1938-05-24; Polar Trappers 
(1938) in 1938-08-15 to 1938-08-27 (Donald work on a scientific expedition in the 
South Pole); Donald’s Ostrich (1937) in 1938-10-03 to 1938-10-15, then Hortense the 


ostrich (his cousin Willie Waddle has sent him from Africa) will appear more or less 
occasionally till 1944; Donald’s Golf Game (1938) in 1938-10-24 to 1938-11-05; 
Mickey’s Elephant (1936) for Bobo the elephant (from 1939-11-06 on). 


Additional trivia 

Last appearance of a member of Mickey 
Mouse’s strip (Clarabelle Cow) paired to 
Donald in 1938-02-28; appearance of a 
blind man in 1938-12-24: Donald can’t 
tell one Nephew from the other in 
1939-06-08; appearance of a black boy 
in 1939-08-22.
